Welcome, Senator, and good morning, Ann. 
SENATOR JOSEPH BIDEN: Good morning. Nice to be here. 


DOWNS: Senator, what was the message that you and 
the five other senators delivered? 


SENATOR BIDEN: Well, we went specifically to tell the 
Soviets that not only does the Senate have the right to change 
the treaty, the Senate most assuredly is going to take action to 
clarify the treaty. And we went to lay out. for them what we 
thought to be the most important areas of clarification and 
essentially say "Soviets, this is what we're going to do, like 
it or not, and if you don't like if, that's too bad; but we're 
going to do it." ‘
